Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Backdoor To Buttsville 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains images of explicit sexual activity. Some of the photos on the back cover 
degrade the women shown in them. There is a focus on women’s buttocks which reduces them to 
the sum of their body parts. The explicitness of some of the photos degrades the women because 
it is seen out of the context of the video. The photo of the woman up ended on her shoulders is 
particularly degrading because represents her as an orifice waiting to be filled. The Classification 
Office considers that if this slick were submitted under si 3(1) of the Act, it would be likely to be 
classified as objectionable. In accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a), the video slick is not approved.
